of the county of Scott and way be recovered by suit in any
court having jurisdiction.

Sec. 8. This act shall take eftect and Lo in force from
and after its passage except as to section one (1) of this act,
which shall take eftcet after its submission to and adoption
by the electors of said connty of Scott at the next general
efection after the passage hereof, and in case this law is
adopted by a majority of the electors voting at said eleetion,
nll officers who are required to hold their oflice at the county
scat shall within sixty (60) days after such adoption re-
move to and hold their office in the said village ot Jordan.
Lrovided, That there is deposited in the INirst National
Bank of Shakopee or the First National Bank of St. Paul,
for the use of the county, for county bnildings, an amount
equal to the value of the present court house at Shakopec,
and that offices for the county officers and court room shall
be furnished, free of expense to the county, until such time
as tho permanent county buildings shall be completed with
means furnished by the eitizens of Jordan.

An Act for an Act to Lstablish the County Seat of Lyon
County.

Secrrox 1 Locatlon of county scat.
2, Notice of voting npon locatfon 1o be given and form of ballol to be used.

3, Fewnrn of votes to be eanvapsed,
1. When act to take offect.

Le 7t enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrroy 1. The county seat of the county of Tyon is
Liereby loeated upon the northwest quarter of seetion number
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twenty-seven(27,) township number one hundred and eleven
(111,) north of range number forty-two (42) west. Frovided,
however, That the legal voters of said county of Lyon shall,
at the next general clection, vote for or against locating the
county seat at the above named point.

Sec. 2. At the time of giving notice of the next gen-
eral election, it shall be the duty of the aunditor of said
county to give notice in like nanner, that at said eclection a
vote will be taken on the establishment of the county seat
of gaid county of Lyon, and the ballots cast at said clection
shall have printed or written, or Hmrtly printed and partly
written thercon, the words ““I'or locating county scat upon
the northwest quarter of of section twenty-seven, town one
hundred and eleven, rango forty-two west,”” or ‘“‘Against
locating county seat upon the northwest quarter of section
twenty-seven, town one hundred and eleven, range forty-two
west.”?  The votes upon said question shall be canvassed in
the same manner and returned to the same office by the
judges of eleetion of the several townships as votes for
county officers.

Sec. 3. The officer to whoin the returns are imade shall

within ten (10) days after said clection, canvass the votes re-
turned for and against locating the county scat as above
mentioned, and it it shall appear that a majority of the
votes have been cast in favor of the location of the county
seat at the above point, then the county seat shall be and
remain at said point until changed in accordance with the
statute in such case made aud provided ; but it it shall ap-
pear that a majority of the votes cast are against locating
the county seat at $aid point, then the connty seat of said
county of Lyon is, and shall thenceforth be, permanently
established upon the southeast quarter of section number
thirty-three, town one hundred and cleven, range forty-two
west. '
Sec. 4. Tlis act shall take eftect and be in foree from
and after ity passage. Lrowvided, That nothing in this act
ghall be construed to effect or change the county seat from
its present location until it shall appear that a majority of
votes cast at the election herein provided in said county of
Lyon, are in favor ot such removal.
